1. The exhibit program will be under the direction and control of the exhibit 
committee which reserves the right to reject any exhibit at any time. 

2. Exhibits will be accepted only upon receipt of the enclosed application 
properly signed and submitted to the Exhibit Chairman. All completed 
forms must be in the hands of the Exhibit Chairman on or before 
September t p ^ 1982 . 

3. Security will be provided for all exhibits while in the exhibit area. 

4. Disappearance will not be covered by insurance nor can any of the 
sponsoring organizations or any of their officers or members be held 
responsible for the disappearance of all or any part of any exhibit. 

5. All exhibits must be the bonafide property of the exhibitor. 

6. No advertising in any form will be permitted with any exhibit. 

7. No name or identity of an exhibitor will appear on any competitive 

8. All items known to be copies, replicas, restrikes or forgeries must be 
so labeled . 

9. No exhibit shall exceed either of the following, without special 
permission of the Exhibit Chairman: a) three standard cases (18 x 30) 

b) nine linear feet 

10. Lighting outlines for exhibits will not be provided since permanent 
lighting in the area is sufficient.

Walter Jay Hoffman, better known as Jay, died January 5, 1982, 
after a short illness. He was born January 26, 1913 in Bloomfield, 
Iowa to George Walter and Myrtle Flemming Hoffman, who had come to 
Wyoming in 1912 to homestead 20 miles north of Cheyenne on the old 
Yellowstone Highway. 

Jay grew up with an older brother J. Verne Hoffman and an older 
sister, Mae Hoffman Caulson. They attended country schools until the 
older ones vjere ready for high school and then they moved into 
Cheyenne but v?ould still spend the weekends and summers on the farm. 
Jay graduated from Cheyenne High School in 1931 with a teacher's 
certificate. He taught in the country schools for two or three years 
and in the summer went to the University of Wyoming summer school. 

It was here he met Elizabeth Hepner, Prof. Frank E. Hepner's 
daughter. They were married on July 27, 193.5 in Denver, Colorado. 

In 1937, they both graduated from the University of Wyoming. 

Jay had been working for Safeway and still xjorked there until 
1941 when he decided to hire out on the Union Pacific Railroad as 
a irakeman and later was promoted to conductor. On June 3, 1975, 
he received his "last orders" from the railroad to enjoy retirement 
at 419 South 11th in Lar.amie. 

Jay was a life member of the Masonic Lodge in Laramie, Union 
Pacific Old Timers Club, and C.W.N.A. He also belonged to the A.N.A., 
the local coin clubs of Laramie, Cheyenne, Fort Collins and the TIoose 
Lodge. 

He is survived by his wife Elizabeth, son Larry of Albuquerque, 
Kew Mexico, daughter SuAnne Bode (Douglas) PiJ'uque, Iowa and 
eight grandchildren.
